HOME ON FURLOUGH 


Three Men who Went to Training 
School. 


Writing just a few days before the 
Germain started their big effort south 
of the Marne, Lt. Edgar A. Miller, 
with the British Expeditionary For­ 
ces, gives a vivid description of con­ 
ditions there in a letter to his par­ 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. S. Wiley Miller, of 
Baltimore street. 
He says: 
I am at present living in a minia­ 
ture, but highly 
specialized 
“ War 
World”, where an attack by the Ger­ 
mans is expected any day or hour. In 
fact for several nights we thought 
it had (begun, for we could hear along 
the front, only a few' miles distant, 
heavy artillery barrages lasting sev­ 
eral hours, each side hurling hundreds 
of thousands of dollars worth of am ­ 
munition against the front lines. 
It may truly be said that an army 
is no longer merely so many rifles 
and men, cartridges and horses, but 
inventors and chemists, 
farms and 
mines, 
road* an i automobiles, 
air­ 
ships and gasoline, barbed wire and 
turning lathes, factories and railroads, 
indeed the complete machinery of an 
industrial nation's life 
To describe the<e varied scenes of 
war, activity is very difficult. For this 
strange “ War World” does not range 
its activities categorically and in a 
systematic order
